Stability in Conservation 


In its first plenary session and in antici- 


pation of the dissolution of the Conserva- 
tion Commission and the Board of Resource 
Development on July 1, Chairman Russell 
Lynch of the new, integrated state Board of 
Natural Resources asserted his conviction 
that there has been created a "solid, co- 
operative, objective board." 


Mr. Lynch is undoubtedly right, and 


although we don't propose to read into his 
words anything he did not intend to say, 
they will remind many persons of the 
forecasts about calamity that attended the 
long fight in the legislature about the 
functional alignment of numerous state 
conservation services into a single effective 
and responsible agency. 


The "red 
shirts," so-called, marched 


upon the capitol. With the connivance of 
some of the more impetuous officials who 
evidently feared that their comfortable 
niches in the bureaucracy might be dis- 
turbed, there was the unseemly exhibition 
of a big bulldozer driven around Capitol 
Square as a kind of protest against the 
Kellett reorganization bill, and an implica- 
tion that its proposed reorganization of the 
conservation 
services were conceived in 


malice at worst, or ignorance, at best. 


As the compromises finally evolved, the 


legislature was persuaded to give the Con- 
servation Commission a majority of four 
seats on the seven member ruling board of 
the new department. 


The timid lawmakers also contrived to 


write the amendments in such a way as to 
give the most vociferous of the opponents 
of the plan, the man who insisted with 
seeming certainty that this was a conspira- 
torial creation, a seat on the new board. 
Whereupon his attitude seemed to change 
to a considerable degree, and he vowed to 
make the reorganization successful. 


Perhaps it is pointless to recite this 


unfortunate background of a soundly con- 
ceived reorganization, except as it may be 
useful to remind ourselves now and again 
that men holding public places tend to 
confound their own desires with the public 
good 


The new board is off to a good start. 


Reporters have not yet heard a cross word 
during its several meetings as it deliber- 
ated its business, in spite of the clamorous 
anger with which some of these officials 
resisted so recently. As the law was writ- 
ten, Gov. Knowles' hands were tied with 
respect to the appointments he could make, 
which was an impudent interference with 
the executive prerogatives, as we interpret 
them. Yet all this will be washed out, in a 
manner of speaking, with the passage of a 
few years, as terms expire and future 
governors are enabled to appoint successor 
board members with a free hand. Three or 
four years hence, we would venture to 
forecast, this tempestuous quarrel over the 
organization of conservation administration 
and policymaking will be the merest foot- 
note in the memory of the participants, if it 
is recollected at all. 


The Dangers of Hot Pursuit 


A police officer faced with a suspect 


who tries to get away in a speeding auto- 
mobile is confronted with a dilemma. Must 
he try to catch the suspect no matter what 
the dangers of excessive speed, or should 
he let him get away with a possible ~rime 
or at the very least a traffic violation? 


Two doctors, Seymour Charles, presi- 


dent of Physicians for Automotive Safety, 
and Arnold Constad, secretary of the or- 
ganization, recently reported to the Amer- 
ican Medical Association that the dangers 
of "hot pursuit" would appear to outweigh 
the importance of catching the suspect. 


In a study of more than 500 cases 


around the country, the doctors found that 
one in five pursuits ends in death for 
somebody, seven of ten end in an accident, 
five in ten mean serious injuries. In the 
cases studied, only one out of five involved 
more than a minor offense. 


In the cases studied, 52 ended in death 


for the escapee, 33 passengers in the flee- 
ing car died, 5 policemen, 23 passengers in 
other, uninvolved cars and 23 pedestrians 
were killed. Serious injury statistics were 
even more appalling, especially for inno- 
cent bystanders. A total of 74 drivers were 
seriously injured and 64 had minor in- 
juries; 81 passengers had serious injuries 


and 64 minor ones; a total of 91 policemen 
were hurt, 122 passengers in other cars and 
13 pedestrians. The report emphasized that 
especially in populous areas "it is clear that 
such chases can present the gravest peril to 
the life, limb and property of innocent 
citizens." 


Certainly parents of a child accidentally 


killed during a hot pursuit would look 
dimly upon the police argument that a car 
thief must be apprehended at all cost. And 
while no one can really defend the driver 
of the getaway car, it is true that youthful 
drivers in particular are so mesmerized by 
speed 
that 
they almost 
unconsciously 


switch from what might be only a minor 
delinquency into serious trouble. 


The report suggested limitations on 


speeds, especially in residential areas, se- 
vere penalties for both the fleeing driver 
and the policeman in case of serious viola- 
tion and especially higher standards for the 
selection, training, salary and status of 
police officers. 


Clean-cut rules can probably be adopted 


limiting speeds and hot pursuit when the 
offense is a minor one. But in the long run 
decisions must be value judgments which 
rely upon the intelligence, training and 
judgment of the police officers involved. 


The Turks and the Russians 


The United States flag is being lowered 


at several military bases in Turkey and the 
Turkish flag is being raised. But American 
authorities and the Turks emphasize that 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization in- 
stallations will remain fully operational 
under Turkish authority. 


Undoubtedly this is true since the Turks 


have a long history of conflict with the 
Soviet Union and a deep-seated distrust of 
the Russians. But their relations, neverthe- 
less, have become more cordial And the 
trade between the two nations is increasing 
every day. 


Last March an aid agreement was sign- 


ed in which the Soviet Union pledged to 
build $200 million worth of factories and 
plants in Turkey. Turkish officials ex- 
plained that the plan came about because 
of a continuing trade surplus with Russia. 
"We were never able to import enough 
from the Soviet Union to balance our 
accounts, so we thought it might be worth- 
while to import whole industries." Projects 
include sulphuric acid and fiberboard fac- 
tories, a petroleum refinery, an aluminum 
plant and hydroelectric complex, iron and 
steel mills and even a vodka factory. Tur- 
key will pay for the plants over fifteen 
years at only 2.5 per cent interest. Russia 
will use the money to buy Turkish prod- 
ucts. 


This is very much the same sort of 


arrangement the United States has had 
with a number of countries. Reportedly the 
Soviet Union was turned down by Turkish 
authorities when it wanted to set up a 
separate economic mission. 


The changes in Turkey at this point 


appear to be healthy. The country is taking 
over from the United States more authority 
for its own defense. Trade agreements with 
the Communists tend to make it more 
difficult on both sides for the en.otional 
antagonisms that could grow into open 
hostilities. The major danger in the current 
Turkish situation is its conflict with Greece 
over Cyprus and the always very real 
possibility that NATO installations, oper- 
ated now by the Turks, could be used not 
against aggressive communism but within 
NATO itself. 


But threats and dangers change over 


the decades. The Russian-implied backing 
of the East German harassment over West 
Berlin is discouraging when relationships 
between East and West have been improv- 
ing. But the demands of Eastern Europeans 
and the Russians too for higher standards 
of living, the examples of Western Europe 
and the ever-increasing economic activity 
are signs that there will continue to be 
more agreements between Communist and 
non-Communist countries without either 
side abandoning ideologies.

It's Expensive to be 


Poor in This Country

A recent economic report 


released by the Federal Trade 
Commission gave the results 
of a survey of installment 
credit and sales practices of 
nearly 100 furniture, appliance 
and d e p a r t m e n t stores in 
Washington, D.C. These stores 
had combined sales of $226 
million, which was 85 per cent 
of the area's total. 


The markups of prices from 


retailers selling to the poor 
are "very much higher" than 
markups by retailers to the 
general market. A portable TV 
set, for instance, may cost a 
retail^ $109. But the middle- 
class retailer sells it for only 
$130, while the retailer to the 
poor sells it for $220. 


Likewise, a dryer wholesal-

The so-called "easy credit" 


offered 
to

group is often much more 
expensive than any other form 
of p u r c h a s e "Low-income 
market retailers," the report 
points out, "often can recover 
the wholesale cost of 
the 


merchandise when less than 
half the payments have been 
made " 


Because of their bad credit, 


because of the weekly collec- 
tion system and door-to-door 
canvassing by outside sales- 
men, because of the pilfering 
in shops, and other factors, 
the poor pay more for every- 
thing: for their rent, for their 
food, for their clothes, for 
their home furnishings. Prices 
in slum neighborhoods are 
invariably higher than in mid- 
dle-class areas. 


Somehow this vicious circle 


must be broken into. If people 
are poor and have bad credit, 
they will be charged more for 
purchases; and as long as they 
are charged more, they re- 
main poor and perpetually in 
debt. It is not even a question 
of "blaming" the merchants; 
it is a much deeper and 
broader question of dinging 
the whole structure of mer- 
chandising in the depressed 
areas of urban communities. 


It is this bitter sense of 


being victimized and punished 
for their own poverty that 
ignites riots out of minor 
incidents. As long as it costs 
so much to be poor in our 
society, poverty will continue 
to cost us hundreds of millions 
in damage, disaster and de- 
cay.

Wisconsin's Health 
Awareness Vital in 
Fighting Eye Disease

Not too many years ago. mosl 


people in the country did not 
know what the term "glauco- 
ma" meant; despite the fact 
that in 1960 an estimated 52,000 
in the United States were legal 
ly blind as a result of this 
common eye disease. 


In recent years the medical 


profession and health agencies 
have been quite active in publi- 
cizing this disease so that today 
people are at least familiar with 
the term. For those who may 
not be, glaucoma is a disease of 
the eyes, characterized by in- 
creased 
pressure 
within 
the 


eyeball which over a period of 
years leads to blindness. 


A person can have glaucoma 


for many years without obvious 
symptoms. Central or "straight- 
ahead" vision may be preserved 
until the later stages of the 
disease. T h e peripheral or 
"side" vision is usually first to 
be damaged. But if found early, 
treatment is usually able to 
prevent blindness and that fact 
makes it extremely important 
to have the eyes 
examined 


regularly. 


Abnormal Pressure 


Glaucoma can be suspected in 


anyone whose eyes show an 
abnormal pressure. This pres- 
sure can be measured by the 
physician with an 
called a tonometer.

for attorney general. 


Await Lead 


An infotmed party source said 


volunteer candidates for the 
chairmanship are not expected.

15 days after presidential ap- 
proval, will apply to all individ- 
uals except those at the bottom 
of the scale—single persons with 
$1.000 or less of taxable income 
and couples with $2,000 or less.

in anyone's tax is 10 per cent,, 
although since it is retroactive 
only to April 1, the effective in- 
crease this year will be 7% per 
cent for individuals.
